is this, If you yourſelves had been unlawfully captured. 
and enſlaved, without ever forfeiting your liberty by 
any crime, had you been fold into a foreign country, 
and forcibly detained in bondage ; had you been cer= 
tain that your maſter who ourchubhy you, knew of 
all theſe circumſtances when he bought you, and that 
he was a profeſſor of a religion which obliged him to 
"do to all men as he would they fbould do to him, upon pain 
of damnation ; would you not wiſh that he would ſet 
| you free ? would you not have a right to claim your 
freedom as an act of juſtice? Acts of kindneſs, mercy, 
and generoſity, are, in 1ome fort, different from acts ; 
of juſtice; nothing can excuſe us for a moment 
from being /; generous we may be according to our 
power, but juſtice is a debt that we muſt pay, or meet _ 
the diſapprobation of that juſt Judge, who has declared, 
that with what meaſure ye mete, it ſhall be mea- 5 
ſured to you again,” Matt. vii. 2. Mark iv. 24. And 
not only ſo, but he uſes four different expreſſions, to 
ſhew in what manner we are to expe it, 1. 0 
meaſure, 2. preſſed down, 3 and ſhaken together, 4. and 
running over, ſhall men give into your 010n boſom, For . 
with the ſame meaſure that ye mete withal, it mall be 
meaſured to you again.“ Luke vi. 38. If the words
